RUST IN MANITOBA 

James Murray, B.L.A., western su- 
perintendent of the Canadian ‘Seed 
Growers association, has made an ex- 
tensive trip through . southern and 
southwestern Manitoba. Mr. Mur- 
ray was questioned regarding the 
condition of the crops and damage 
from rust. He szid: “I think the 
biatements of damage from rust are 
beinc grossly exaggerated, and a 
meediess state of panic created. I 
have visited and examined the dis- 
tricts of Souris, Hartney, Deloraine, 
Gartwrichi, Thornhill, Napinka, Mor- 
ris and Gretna. My object in going 
was to visit the members of the Seed 
Growers’ 2ssoziation and to try and 
interest others in the operations of 
the association and at ihe same time 
to zet thoroughly 2cquainted with the 
general conditions of the crop, parti- 
eulariy with reference to the reports 
of the prevalence of rust. In the 
anajerity of the fields around Souris 
a Hartney there is seareely any evi- 
@encerof rust 2t7oH, andethe crop is 
well advanced. Around Napinka and 
Deloraine the crop is teo far advanced 
to be seriously injured by anything. 
The only field I s:w that would be at 
sll badly affected was at Cartwricht. 
My examinations were not from the 
train or by driving along the roads; I 
walked through miles of wheat and 
ex2mined it carefully and thorouzhly. 

“Black rust is merely a further 
staze of the old time red rust, and is 
really a winter staze of the disease. 
There is nothinz new about it except 
that this year it has reached an un- 
usual staze of development and one 
that is rarely seen. A point that I 
think should be noted is thit the 
farmers themselves rarely mention 
rust ; in fact, in speaking to from two 
to ihres dozen farmers and inquiring 
epecialiy as to their hope of a good 
crop, not one of them mentioned rust 
as a possible factor in lessening their 
yield. -Of course, where there is rust, 
late wheat, of which there is a con- 
siderable percentage, will be dam- 
aged.”

Homestead Regulations 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitcba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
which has not been heme- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
ang person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.--Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in whieh the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 


entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who -has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 


plans: 
(1) At least six months’ residence 


years, 
(2) If the father (or mother, if the 


father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upou a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-qo 03 JolId soUepIsel 03 BB OV SIG} 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
wa an adjoining or cornering town- 

ip. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings ror their accommodation, 
and bave besides 30 aeres substan- 
fenced. 

Avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for emtry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Vominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

{nformation.--Newly arrived immi- 
grunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as- 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land, 
timber, coal and mineral laws, as well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Reilway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained upon application to 
the Secretary of the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa, che Commis- 
sioner of Immigration, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, or to any of the Dominion 
Lands Agents in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories.
